(204,800) were office workers and 1,162,200 (1,132,400) were workers and appren- 
tloea* These workers and apprentices worked a total of 700,600,000 hours in the 
fourth quarter of 19^ (654,000,000 hours); 43,100,000 waste hours were paid in 
this period (39,200,000) and 51,300,000 waste hours (40,700,000) were unpaid. 
Wages of workers and apprentices totaled 13,656,000,000 crowns in the fourth 
quarter of I9H8 (11,447,000,000 orovna). In the sane period the wages of office 
workers were 3,856,000,000 crowns (3,111,000,000). Industrial purchases in the 
foTurth quarter of 1948 were 49,507,000,000 crowns (40,903,000,000). and total 
sales were 86,539,^,000 crowns (71,831,000,000) • Of this, sales to foreign 
Ovuntries totaled I0,115,p00,000 crowns (7,394,OCO,COO) - 


Id the Czech Prcwli^Sd, 1,206,300 people were employed in industry, not in- 
cluding construction, at the end of 19^, while 185,000 were employed In Slorakia. 
Of this, 201,500 were office workers In the Czech Ei*a»lncoa, and 27,600 In Slo- 
Takla. Id the Czech ^orlnoes, 1,004,800 workers and apprentices were employed 
and 157^^^ In Slcral^a^^JjB^^kwe and apprentices worked 604,800,000 hours In the 
Czech Pr^lnees the last quarter of 19 W and 96,000,000 hours In Slonmkla. In 
the fourth quarter of last year, 38.200,000 paid and 45,900,000 unpaid hours were 
lost In the Czech I^rorinces, while 4,900,000 paid and 5^’^C^\000 unpaid hours were 
lost In Slorakla. Wages of workers and apprentices In the Czech lk*oTlnoe8 totaled 

12.260.000. 000 crowns and those of office workers 3,^16,000,000 crowns in the 
fourth quaver of 19^, while wages of workers and apprentices In Slorakla totaled 

1.628.000. 000 crowns In the same period, and wages of office workers 440,000,000

Svzen Ertan, Mlnleter of Social Welfare, replied to quest Iona put ty the edi- 
tor of Trace concern lag the employment of student a of M^er learning who were 
taken fTcHi their studios in the recent pfurgo* 

Q. How many students are leaving the colleges? 

A* Originally about 10.000 were expelled, of which 2,4 gX) failed to appear 
at the Interrogation, and i,a00 were reinstated on appeal. Accordingly, about 
6,600^^1^ students left colleges. 

Q. Will those students be placed primarily in Industries which lack workers? 

A. Tes. Eleotrlo power, the chenioal, metal, and construction Industries, 
and the production of construction materials, as well as textiles, Industrial 
ceraaloB, forestry, and agriculture need the most workers. These Industries will 
have priority In placing the fonner students. 

Q. Will the student’s foimer field of study be taken into consideration 
when he is being placed In Industry? 

A. Of course, whenever possible, students will be placed according to their 
preriooB study. 

Q. Will the desires of the students and their parents be taken Into consid- 
eration In placing the students? Will they be allowed to live wi^h their parents 
or keep their present resldenoea? 

A. This Is being talam Into oonslderatlon also. The Rational Ccmmlttees ore 
attompting to place the students according to their previous reeldencec^. Care Is 
being taken, however, that students not be employed with relatives, because we 
hare had bad experiences with that. 

Q. Itony students were employed before the Ministry of Education began the 
purge, WLat will be done about these students? 

A. Students who obtained employment before 1 J^anuary 1949 and have been work- 
ing oontinoally since then may continue their work undisturbed* Others will be 
re-examined to detezmine whether their employment is in accordance with work -mobili- 
sation regolationa. 

Q. What work will students who are to enter sillltary service this year do? 

A. Students who ars not interested in permanent employment, as a result of 
the fact thr.t they plau to enter the military service this year, will be sent to 
long-term brl^de operational particularly In forestry anc* agrlcui.ture.
